1.  The  alienor  or  alienee  of  any  portion  of  a Application  for 
permanently-settled  estate,  or  the  representative  °f 

any  such  alienor  or  alienee,  may  apply  to  the  3[Colleo> 
tor]  of  the  district  in  which  such  portion  is  situate 
for  its  registration  in  the  name  of  the  alienee  and. 
for  its  separate  assessment  in  respect  of  land-revenue. 

2.  The  ®[Collector]  shall  thereupon  hold  an 
inquiry  as  to  who  is  the  present  owner  of  the  property  0 00  r‘ 
in  respect  of  which  the  application  is  made.
